F or as we therein read of 4 Delegation of Power 
om Gop the Father to the Meſſiah; fo the 
memorable Action on the 26h of April laſt; 
pon a due Confideration of Thing hy con-

vince us, that CHRIST has the full Exerciſe of | 
the Regal Authority contained in that heavenly 
Grant. And the glorious Victory of that Day, | 
with its happy Conſequences, may be looked | 
upon as a freſh Confirmation of that important 
Article of our Faith, which is now to be in- 
ſiſted upon from the Words I have read; vis. 


That CyR1sT the Meſſiah is inveſted with 
an univerſal Rule, which he ſhall eve 
maintain in Spite of all his Enemies. 


That CuRIST is the Perſon to whom the 
Commiſſion in the Text was given, is un-! 
queſtionably evident, from bs own Nation (b) 
of the Words relating to the {ame © Subj ect in 
the Verſe immediately preceding, and "ok his 
Application of them to himſelf; with a Detign 
to aſſure the Phariſees, thoſe Enemies of his 
Deity, that tho' according to the Fleſh he was 
made of the Seed of Deu (c), yet in his Divine 
Nature he was truly e Root of David (d) and his 
LoRD, being over all GOD bleſſed for ever ſe). 
And fince fle Gifts and Calling of GOD are 
about Repentance (, we may juſtly conclude, 
that he ſhall ever maintain his Government, 
and that all the high and glorious Ends tor 
which it was appointed ſhall be fully anſwered, 
notwithſtanding the utmoſt Oppolition w hich 
the Malice and Rage of his Enemies can pol- 
fibly raiſe againſt it.

I. I ſhall make ſome Remarks upon CHRIS T's 
Mediatorial Rule, 

Time indeed will not ſuffer me at preſent 
to enlarge much upon the Heads I ſhall now 
mention; yet it is fit, that a diſtinct Notice 
ſhould be taken of the following Particulars.

1. This Rule was deſigned in Hpecial Favour 
to Gop's peculiar People, 


Next to the Divine Glory, the compleat 
Recovery and eternal Happineſs of the choſen 
Generation was the grand and important De- 
ſign of this ſurprizing Commiſſion. Thus we 
read, that CHR1ST was given to be Head over all 
Things to the Church (H): And that Power «as 
given him over all Fleſh, that he might give eter- 
nal Life to as many as the Father bas given 
him (i). We have then, in the very Appointment 
of this Government, a Diſplay of the vicheſt 


Grace, as well as of the higheſt Wiſdom and 
Prudence (&). 


2. This Rive is founded upon the everlaſting 

Covenant. 

s Rite was from the Agreement and Grant 
of 3 as the Reward of Cu r1sT's Humilia- 
tion, Sufferings, and Death. For when the firſs 
Adam had broken Covenant, and trauſgreſſed the 
Law of his Maker, it was not conſiſtent with 
the Honour of the Holy Perfections of the righ- 
teous Lawgiver, that the Divine Power and 
Rule ſhould be graciouſly exerciſed for the Re- 
covery of apoſtate Sinners, in any other Way 
but rough the Mediation of CHRIST alone. 

This may be juſtly inferred irom that Paſſage 
of the Aboſlle, which aſſures us, that zt becams 
him,

in, for whom are all Things, and by whom are 
all Things, in bringing many Sous unto Glory, 
to make the Captain of tbeir Salvation ferfett 
through Sufferings (1). Where it is plainly ſig- 
nified, that Gop would not have acted in a Be- 
cemingneſs to his own Honour, if he had faved 
Sinners without the Death of the Mediator. 
This Rule of CyR1sT then, which is exerciſed 
in Favour of the Church, was founded in the 
. ee and Blood of the everlaſting C- 

venant, that Counſel of Peace (m) which was 


ſettled before all Worlds betwixt the Father 
and the Son, 


4, This Rule is of an univer ſal Extent and 
boundleſs Latitude, 


CurRisT's Kingdom ruleth over all (n). His 
Power has uo Limitation, but that of his own 
Will, which is ever the ſame with re Vill 
of the Father : Neither is there any Thing in 

all the Creation, that 1s exempted. from his 
Government. Angels, as well as Men, good and 
bad, are all made ſubject unto him. He is 
placed af the Right Hand of GOD, far above 
all Principality, "end Power, and Mizbt, and 
Dominion, and every Name that is named, not 
only in 115 World, but alſo in that which is 
to come (0). 

He has the Government of a/l Creatures in 
Heaven and Earth, great and ſmall, with all

their Influences, Motions, and Actions ; % 
ther they be neceſſary or contingent, naturz. 7 
voluntary ; whether they be regular or irregular, 
good or evil; with all the Circunzſtances thereof 
as to Time and Place, and all their Effects and 
Events; whether as 79 us Succeſs or Diſap- 
pointment be their Iſſue. 

Neither Behemoth, nor Leviathan, the King 
of all the Children of Pride (þ), can move or 
ſtir in the leaſt, any more than @ Sparrow or 
the ſmalleſt Inſect, but by his Permiſſion, and 
under the Direction of his watchful Rule. Nay, 
without his Knowledge, not a ſingle Har can 
fall from the Head of any Man; for by him 
the very Hairs of our Head are all numbered (4). 

Theſe are Articles of Truth ſtrongly implied 
and clearly taught us in thoſe Texts, which de- 
clare, that a 7 PINgs are put under his Feet (r); 
that he is appor: ned Heir (Y, and conſtituted 
Head over all Things (t); that is, abſolutely 
ber all, without a fingle Exception as to any 
one Perſon or Thing in the whole Compats of 
created Beings. For im all the Angels Wor- 
ſbip ſu); and before him tbe Powers of Hell do 
tremble (x).

his Throne (a) ; for bis Dominion is an everlaſting 
Dominion, which ſhall not paſs away, and his 
Kingdom that which ſhall not be deſtroyed (b). 

- Indeed the Form of his Government ſhall be 
changed, A different State of Things will 
make this neceſſary : But his Authority ſhall 
never ceaſe, He ſhall reign according to the 
preſent Methods of his Government, till zhe 
El: that are yet unborn, and who may here- 
after be ſcattered abroad through all Parts of the 

Earth, ſhall be effectually called, ſavin ai te- 
newed, graciouſly adopted, and gatherec! to 
one Body; yea, and till he has vanquiſhed 401 
Enemies, and put them under his Feet (c). 

Then the choſen and redeemed of the Lord, 
who were ſought out that they might become 
the Subjects of his Spiritual Kingdom, /hall be 
delivered up to GOD, even the Father.

And oh, what dreadful Confuſion muſt 
thoſe, that periſh under the Goſpel, then be 
filled with, from a Conſciouſneſs of their hay- 
ing obſtinately refuſed to bomour, and ſubmit 
unto Him, whom the Father had unc tied and 
fent into the World (d) ! They will then like- 
wiſe have the moſt . and tormenting Con- 
viction, that He, whom in the Madnels of their 
Folly they rejeBted and deſpiſed, ſhall to Eter- 
nity continue 1n the Office and Dignity of his 
Mediatorſhip, and have the ſingular and mot 
tranſcendent Honour of being therein ſtill /b. 
jeft unto GOD, as the infinitely glorious and 
only Medium of all Divine Communications to 
the People greatly beloved and ſadved of the 
LoRD. 

But theſe future Communications of Glory, 
Grace, and Love, ſhall be made in ſuch an 
immediate Manner, that there ſhall be no Occa- 
ſion nor Room for the Continuance of thoſe Ord:- 
nances, which by his own Appointment are here 
to be kept up in his Name. The immediate 
Enjoyment of the Preſence of Gop in CHRIST 
will render them as 1 %% 1 in Heaven, as would 
be the Uſe of a Candle in the cleareſt Light 
of the Sun, That Rule, Authority, and Power 
therefore, whether as to Magiſtracy, as to 
the Miniſtry of the Word, or any other Gofpel- 
Ordinance, which was inſtituted for the Safety, 
Benefit, or Edification of the Church in its 
militant State here, ſhall be put down, and

None of theſe Governments or Helps can be ne- 
ceſſary, for the Purity or Protection, Harmony 
or Comfort of the Church, in that perfect State 
of Light and Love, It 1s obſervable to this 
Purpoſe, that when the Aßpoſtle was favoured 
with a Viſion of the new Terujalem, he ſaw 
% Temple therein : For the LORD GOD Ai 
mighty, and the Lamb, are the Temple of it (e). 
And there it will be found, and will be thank- 
fully acknowledged by the whole Church with 
humble Adoration, that as Gop was all in all 
in the Contrivance and Deſign, fo he will be 
all in all in the Perſection and Conſummation, 
of the Bleſſedneſs of the Saints.

head. They would have us imagine, that the 
Grant of Authority and Rule made by the Fathe; 
to the Redeemer, is a ſtrong Argument to prove, 
that Cn R1sT-15 not properly and truly Gop. 
But there is no Room for any ſuch Reaſon- 
ing as this, fince we are aſſured, that the Pe- 
fon of CHRIST is of a fingular and moſt won- 
derful Conſtitution; he being both Gop and 
Man. And therefore, though as to his Di- 
vine Nature he could never receive any Acceſ- 
fion of Authority, Power, or Glory, beyond 
what did eſſentia ally and eternally belong to him; 
yet in his Human Nature he was capable of an 
Advancement: And the Honour of that Grant 
of Power, which was made to the Perſon oi 
the Mediator, terminates upon Lis Manhood 
And with Regard to this, it is no more fur- 
Prizing to read, that Tejus increaſed in Autho- 
rity and Power, than that he 770, ajed n V1 , 
dom ond Stature, and in Favour with GOL 
and Man (VJ. 

But farther, when we rightly conſider what 1: 
included in this Gr ant, it will appear, that the 
Grant Life, inſtead of being any Objection againt. 
CuRIS T's proper Deitv, muſt be an invincible 
Argument in Proof of i it, For the Import of i. 
Grant was, that ſince ? he Meatator agreed to bu! 
ble himſelf and become cbedient unto Death, cen | 
the accurſed Death of the Crojs {g), and thus to

verſal Rule, to the eternal Salvation of his 
Church and People, for whom he undertook 
to ſuffer and die. And indeed, whatever Act 
of Divine Power is exerted in a Way of ſpe- 
cial Grace and Favour, whether by Father, Son, 
or Spirit, for the Recovery and Salvation of 
Sinners, it is upon the Account, and for the 
Sake, of CuRisT's Mediation alone, that the 
Divine Power is thus employed and exerciſed, 
In a word then, the Meaning of the Commiſ- 
fon in the Text was, that CHRIST, in Conſi- 
deration of his purchaſing Redemption by bis 

wn Blood, ſhould be inveſted with the whole 
Adminiſtration of the Divine Kingdom, to the 
laving Purpoſes agreed upon in the everlaſting 
Covenant. 

And is not this enough to prove, that CyR1ST 
muſt have thoſe infinite Per fect19ns belonging 
to him, which are the peculiar and inſepara- 
ple Properties of the Divine Nature? For here 
we may boldly aſk, Would /e Father lodge this 
Adminiſtration in the Hand of one, that was 
not fit for it? Or could any one be fit for it, 
to whom Ommpgtence, Inmenſity, and Ommiſci- 
2nce did not abſolutely belong? And are not 
theſe, as truly as any, the peculiar and diſtin- 

guiſhing Characters of eternal Godhead ? The 
Tutber's committing the Exerciſe of this univer- 
ſal, this unlimited and conſtant Rule into the 
Mediator's Hand then, does irrefragably prove, 
that our Lord JESUS CHRIST is poſſeſſed of 
thoſe effential and incommunicable Perfections of 
the Divine Nature, which do inſeparably be-

IT. To ſhew, that CHRIST maintains his 
Rule in tbe miaſt of bis Enemies. 


When we confider the Equity and Righte- 
uſneſs of his Government, the Excellence and 
81 ory of his Kingdom, with the infinite Good- 
nef and Benefit of bis "Rule to his faithful Sub- 
jects, it might be ſurprizing to hear, that 
Cur 15T ſhoald have any Enemies. But through 
the Pride of Devils, and the Apoſtacy of Man 
the moſt bitter Bamzy againſt his infinitely 
glorious Perſon and Adminittration has from 
the Beginning been wickedly raiſed, and hi- 
therto vilely continued. And as tho fall len An- 
gles, by Reaſon of the judicial and infeparable 
Wickedneſs of their deſpairing State, never can 
relinquiſh

relinquiſh their old Hatred; ſo none of the 
lapſed Race of Adam, if left to the baſe In- 
clinations of their corrupted Nature, ever will 
ſubmit to Him, whom GOD bath made both 
LORD and CHRIST (i). The Maſſiab's 
gracious Rule upon Earth therefore, muſt in 
every Inſtance of it, be conſtantly maintained 
in the Midſt of his Enemies. Which Expreſ- 
ſion directs us to view his Rule under two 
Branches; viz. The Rule of his Grace in the 
Hearts of his People: And the Rule of his 
Power over his Enemies for his People's Ad- 
vantage, —And though in both Caſes, his Go- 
vernment meets with Oppoſition ; yet it can 
never be overthrown, nor once diſappointed 
in any of its Deſigns. 

A diſtin& Illuſtration of this Matter, I ap- 
prehend, will be very agreeable to the Inten- 
tion, both of the Text, and of his Day. I 
ſhall therefore attempt it, by conſidering, 


[I.] The Rule of his Grace in the Hearts 
of his People. 


And even this every Way beneficial and 
delightful Rule is at fir/t ſet up, and afterwards 
maintained, in the Midſt of Oppoſition.

However, ſuch is its powerful Efficacy, that 
where-ever it comes, the ftrongeſt Oppoſition in 
the Heart of Man muſt fall before it. 
CHRIST has Power over all Fleſh (Y): 
Yea, the moſt w:cked Spirits are ſubje& unto 
him. It is certain therefore, that he can effec. 
tually form for himſelf whom he pleaſes. He 
| can reſcue the Souls of his People out of the 
f Hands of their moſt cruel and ſubtle Enemies: 
f He can deliver them from the Kingdom and 
Power of Darkneſs, which is a Kingdom cf 
Confuſion, Slavery, and Sin, and tranſlate then: 
into his own (1), which is a Kingdom of Pu- 
rity, Liberty, and Joy. Theſe Things are 
remarkably verified in the Converſion of ſome, 
who have been enabled to ſurmount inexpreſ- 
ſible Difficulties, and to break through the 
ſtrongeſt Entanglements and Snares, that they 
might be faithful Followers of the Lamb, in 
the actings of Faith and Love, and in the 
Practice of true Holineſs and new Obedience. 
The Subjeftion which the Diſciples are to 
yield unto CHRIST, 1s indeed a rational, a 
well grounded, and moſt righteous Su%eetion ; 
every Way advantagious to them, as well as 
honourable unto him. No Wonder therefore, 
that where it is paid in Sincerity, it is a free 
and voluntary, a choſen and beloved Subjection. 
But yet ſuch is the rebellious and hateful Oppo- 
fition, that is conſtantly made againſt CHRIST's 
Spiritual Kingdom, by the ſecret and deluſive 
Prejudices of Unbelief, and by other Corruptions

and Luſts vit, as well as by wicked Men 
and Devils without, that he would never be 
ſuffered to rule in the Hearts of any, was 
there not an invincible and all-conquering Ef- 
ficacy in his Grace. But the dittinguiſhiag 
Kindneſs, and ſurprizing Favour thereby teſ- 
tified, never fail, when truly experienced, 
to melt the Sinner Heart into the deepeſt and 
moſt fincere Relentings for paſt Offences, and 
to transform it into a new and holy Diſpoſition. 
Thus does the Grace of CHRIST, by the con- 
ſtraining Virtue and irreſiſtible Force of its Love, 
gain upon the Soul, through the ſtouteſt Oppo- 
/itron, and win it heartily over into his Intereſt, 
Further, 


It is in the Midſt of Oppoſition that the 
"Rub: of lis Grace is maintained, even in 
the Heart in which its Throne has been 
erected. 


When Perſons can no longer be kept in be 
Gall of Bitterneſs and Bond of Iniquity 01), 
the Enemies 3 Salvation will then endeavou 
if poſſible, to ſeduce and turn them from the 
Laith; induſtetouſly ſceking the Apoſtacy of 
thoſe, whoſe Conver/ion they could not hin- 
der. But CuRIST will ever maintain hi; Rule, 
where he has once begun to reign, and eh 
by his mighty Power through Faith unto Salva— 
tion (n) all who through Grace are become hrs 
willing People (c). He will lead and guide

them ſafe, through every Labyrinth of Tempta- 
tion, and Maze of Confuſion. He will anj- 
mate and ſtrengthen them, under all their Con- 
flicts; and ſo. invigorate and vphold them in 
their Spiritual Warfare, that they ſhall never 
deſert his Service, or wickedly depart from him (p). 
He will not lole the Conqueſt he has gained ; 
nor permit $77 to recover the reigning "OH, 
it has loſt : But having brought it — he 
will keep it under, and it ſhall never again 
have Dominion over his People (. 

And if in particular Combats his People are 
ſometimes fuffered to fall, yet he will renew 
them again unto Repentance, will raiſe them up, 
and make them more humble, more watchful, 
vigorous, and refolute for the Future. And 
after the moſt powerful Efforts of the combin- 
ed Strength of all their malicious Enemies, thro 
his Bleſling upon his Ordinances, and by the 
wiſe Diſpoſal of a Variety of Providences, he 
will purge out their Corruptions, increalc their 
Graces, wean them from the World, make 
them meet for Heaven, and bring them ſafe 
To Glory, 

Having thus ſhewn the Nile of CHRIST's

From CuRasT's folemn Engagement to (is 
Father, and his Covenant Relation to his pecu- 
liar People, we may be aſſured, that heir 
eternal Safety and his own Honour are inſepa- 
rably connected. They are both included in 
the ſpecial Detign of hi Mediatorial Rule, and 
unitedly aimed at in all his Government over 
the World. He will not therefore ſuffer any 
Thing to come to paſs, but what ſhall either 
have a dirt Tendency, or be ſome Way over- 
ruled, to ſubſerve thote Purpoſes of his Reign. 

Here then we may obſerve, that thoſe very 
Events, which to us ſeem moſt to thwart his 
high Deſign, are equally under hrs wiſe Su- 
per rintendency, with thoſe which we think are 
moſt peculiarly adapted to promote it. But 
the Myſteries in Providence, which we Eno 
not now, we ſhall know bere after (r); fo far 
at leaſt, as will help us to perceive the perfect 
Conſiſtency of every Event, with the Aſſu- 
rance and Promiſe of his perpetual Regard to 
his People's beſt Intereſt, and his own Glory. 
In the mean Time, Faith r give us the 
higheſt Confidence, that he cver des all Things 
well (/). And enough might be caſily ſaid, 
to clear up to the Satisfaction of Believers, the 
Honour of his Government under the darkeſt 
and moſt gloomy Diſpenſation. 


But this muſt be waved at preſent, it being 
my immediate Duty at this Time to endea- 
your to excite your Gratitude and Praiſe for

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the bright Appearance of his Goodneſs, in ſup- 
preſſing the late unnatural and monſtro us Reba 
lion, and delivering his Britiſb Jßrael from the 
Confuſion and Trouble, which begon in the 
Northern Parts of this Iſland above a Year ago, 
and which for wife and holy Ends were ſuf— 
fered to ſpread, till they came, as it were, into 
the very Heart of the Kingdom, and raiſed in 
all true Britons, and real Proteſtants the alarm- 
ing Apprehenſion, that our All lay af Stake. 
For not only our valuable Properties, but our 
excellent Conſtitution, with our deareſt Liberties, 
both Civil and Religious, were directly ſtruck 
at. And if, for the Puniſhment of our Sins, 
Succeſs had attended the wicked and pertidious 
Attempt of ſetting the long abjured Poprſh Pre- 
tender upon the Throne of theſe Realms, we 
may juſtly preſume, that nothing would then 
have ſatisfied the ambitious Views of Fran ce, 
without bringing theſe Kingdoms under the 
heavy Bondage of her Tyranny and Opprel- 
ſion; nor have anſwered the cruel] Defigns of 
Rome, but the utter Extirpation of the Pro- 
teftant Religion, even though this could not 
have been effected in any other Way but by 
a fiery Perſecution, or a bloody Maſſacre. 

But the happy Stop that is now put to the 
late threatening Inundation of our Troubles, 
and to the fwelling Tide of our Sorrows and 
Fears, muſt be acknowledged by every religious 
careful Obſerver to be a plain Evidence, that 
CHR1sT, whole Arm alone has brought us Sal- 
vation, docs rule in the Miaſt of his Enemes.

It will be ſufficient to elucidate this, if we 
ſeriouſly reflect upon theſe two Things; namely, 
That the Enemies of our Peace were 7he 
Enemies of CHRIST : And that he has re- 
markably blaſted their wicked Deſign. 


1. The Enemies of our Peace were the Ene- 
mies of CHRIST. 


The Abjefs engaged in this execrable Re- 
bellion muſt be deemed the Enemies of our Hap- 
fpineſs and Peace, becauſe they were Enemies to 
his excellent Majeſty King GEORGE, his illu- 
ſtrious Houſe, and righteous Adminiſtration ; 
and would have deprived us of our rightful So- 
vereign, whoſe Reign, like that of his Royal Fa- 
ther, has all along been attended with the Ex- 
erciſe of the ricteſt Juſtice, mixed with the 
greateſt Lenity. This their villainous Deſign was 
moſt apparently manifeſt, from their inſolent 
Attempt to dethrone him. But what a dread- 
ful Curſe to ourſelves and ſucceeding Genera- 
tions would have been the Exchange, if the 
beſt King this Day upon Earth (as we have 
Reaſon to think,) had been removed; and one 
trained up with an Approbation of the Jeſu- 
tical enſlaving Maxims of France, and of the 
Cruelties of Popery, had been placed in his 
Room ? 

As this was known to be the Character of 
their Leader, ſo alſo that the grand Abettors 
of the Pretender's Cauſe, and the Generality 
of the audacious plundering Crew who joined 

| in 
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in his Intereſt, were the avowed Adverſaries of 
the Proteſtant Religion, as well as of our pre. 
ſent happy Eſtabliſhment, even they themſelves 
upon fit Occaſions would not ſcruple to own, 
And that our Popiſh Adverſaries are the Ene- 
mies of CHRIST, none but themſelves will pre- 
ſume to deny. 

But with what Confidence ſoever the Papi/?; 
pretend to have a Friendſhip for CHRIST, yet 
their avowed Principles and Practices plainly 


- ſhew, that they are juſtly to be accounted 


among his Enemies. For are not they to be 
deemed his Enemies, who ſtrip him as far as they 


can of his peculiar Ghry? And 1s not this noto- 


riouſly done, by ſuffering others to rival Him in 
his Offices? In zbo/e Offices, which the Scriptures 
declare to be the ſingular and unalienable Pre- 
rogative of the CuRIST of Gop, our heavenly 
Lok p, and only Redeemer ? Does not the Word 
of God plainly teach us, that the difficult Func- 
tions belonging to is ſacred Offices are infinitely 
above the Capacity of any other Perſon, whe- 


ther among Men or Angels, to perform ? And 


that it 1s fit therefore, that he alone, exclufive 
of all others, ſhould bear the Glory (ti)? But 
will the Papiſts allow this? Both the Princi- 


ples and Practices declare the contrary: And 


muſt therefore both be looked upon as a la- 
mentable, but yet ſtrong and undeniable Evi. 
dence, that they are CHRIST Enemies, — How 
elſe could they plead for the nfallibi/ity of the 
Pope, or of the Church of Rome ; for the Me-

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Its and Interceſſion of Saints, or Angels; or 


cely upon the wnbloody Sacrifice in the Maſs, 
and their own ſuperſtitious Yorks of Superers- 


zation? Or how elle could they dare to allow 


the Pope a Sovereign Juriſdiction over the Con- 
ſciences of Men, with a Power to command 
what CHRIST has forbidden, and to forbid 
what our Lord has commanded ? Thus in 
Effect they thruſt Cn R1sT out of all his Ofices. 
And what is this but declaring, that they are of 
the Number of thoſe, who are guilty of not 
bolding CuR IST the Head (u) ? And ſuch aſſur- 
ediy are his Enemies; for they that are not with 
him, are againſt him (w), ; 
Our Popiſh Adverſaries therefore muſt be 


numbered among the Enemzes of CHRIST. 


May the Lok D, who is rich in Mercy, awaken 


them! Thoſe of them eſpecially, whoſe Lot is 
caſt in our Goſhen ; that they may no longer 
rebel againſt the Light of the Word, but may 
be ſavingly recovered, before it be too late! 
Let us now obſerve, 


2. That CHR1sT has remarkably blajled their 
wicked Deſign. 


When this is conſidered in Conjunction with 
the preceding Head, there will be no need of 
any further Argument to prove, that CHRIST 
maintains his Rule zu te Midſt of bis Enemies. 

And does not our preſent delightful Situation 
give ys a very convincing and ſenſible Evidence, 


that

ed Deſign of thoſe Enemics has been blajted ? 
How eaſy and quiet, how comfortable and 
happy are we this Day, in Compariſon of the 
late Times of Confuſion and Horror? We 
were then expecting nothing, but Injuſtice and 
Oppreſſion, Rapine and Plunder, with Blood- 
ſhed and Murder. 

While the rapid Progreſs of this moſt unac- 
countable Rebellion was continued, what 3 
gloomy Aſpect had every Thing chant us ? 
What Dejection and Sadneſs in the Countenance 
of thoſe, that had a real Affection for the Go/- 


fel of CHRIST, and were heartily concerned 


for the Nation's Welfare What Fears of the 
moſt direful Miſery and Deſtruction were apt 
to ariſe ? What Scenes of the moſt ſhocking 

Barbarities and Devaſtation did preſently open 
before our racking Apprehenſion, if but for 
a ſhort Seaſon the Exerciſe of our Faith was 
intermitted, and we viewed only the outward 
Appearance of Things below, without looking 
any higher? At beſt it muſt be owned, it was 
very awful to be Kept, and this by Notices 
given from Publick Authority, (as for ſome 
Time we were,) in the hourly ExpeCtation 
of Tidings, that the French had actually ac- 

compliſhed the Drwaſion they threatened, and 
landed their Forces upon ſome Part of the 
Britijh Ccaſt, which lay the neareſt to this City 
And that, in Conſequence of this, there was a 
general Inſurrection of the Popiſh and Jaco- 


bite Party. And if, encouraged by the Confu- 
ſion

fon and Tumult which this muſt have occa- 
ſioned, the Son of the Pretender with the rab- 
ble Rout of the Banditti that followed him, had 
continued their aii Marches to *. Capital, 
and gained an Entrance here; what could then 
have been expected, but to have (een the 
Dejolation of Gop's Sanctuary, the Slaughter 
of his Servants, numberleſs Families robbed and 
undone, with Multitudes of Perſons {lain, yea 
maſſacred? 

Within leſs than a Year paſt, did not the 
Gencrality of the Inhabitants of this City, the 
fincere Friends of our Proteſtant King and Go- 
vernment, lye down to Reſt Night after Night, 
with the ſecret Dread leſt before Morning they 
ſhould hear the ſtartling and terrible Sound of 
the Guns deſtined to give the Alarm in Caſe of 
an Inſurrection? And as to thoſe pious Souls 
who lived in the ſerious Belief of Gop and 
Providence, were not their firſt waking Thoughts 
employed Mor ning after Morning, in an Admi- 
ration of the Divine Care ; that another Night 
had paſſed, and the dreaded Signal not been 
given? But behold, Peace, when morally ſpeaking 
we had every way Reaſon to {9k for Trouble (x), 
The 3 being vp the Mediator's 
Shoulder (x), he has baffled the Counſels, de- 
ſeated the Attempts, and remarkably Blaſted the 
curſed Deſign of the Enemy; who like a proud 
Pharaoh was ſaving, 1 25 22700 purſue, I will over- 
take, I will divide the Spoil; my Luſt ſhall be

The Snare is broken, and we are eſcaped, 
as a Bird out of the Snare of the Fowler (6), 
Our publick Tranquility is reitored at Home: 
And tho' the Nation be engaged in a War abroad 
with our foreign Encmies, yet we are now in 
the quict Pofſeſſion of our Lives, our Laws 
and Liberties, our B:6/cs, and the refreſhing 
Ordinances of the Houſe of our Gop, with 
many ineſtimable Privileges, which if eraciouſy 
bleſſed, and rightly improved, may help to con- 
tinue us a free Nation, and make us a truly re- 
ligious and happy People. And fince the 
Safety which we at preſent enjoy, is the Effect of 
the Mediator's Care, and brought about quite con- 
trary to the cruel Deſign and ſanguine Hopes 
of the Blood - thirſty Pa hpiſts, this muſt be et- 
teemed, and ſhould be ever acknowledged, a: 
a ſignal Proof, that CHRIST rules in the Mid 
of his Enemies.

And are not eternal Prailes due to the infinitely 
Bleſſed and Holy Spirit, who was promiſed to 
reſt upon CuURIST, 7 te Spirit of Witdom and 
Under landing, the Spirit of C wunſel and Might (f); 
that the Sor: of Man mizht be perfectly fitted 
Theſe, my Bre- 
thren, are Subjects proper ior the Chriſtian's daily 
Meditation ; and will ever employ the Thoughts 
of the Saints, raiſing in their Breaſts the moſt 
admiring Affection and Love to the SACRED 
THREE to all Eternity.

fulncſs acknowledge, 
1. The Wiſdom of bis Government. 


(i) Phil. ii. rr, (+) John v. 
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For has not the //i/dom of Cn rR1ST appeared, 
in controlling our ſubtle Enemies; in turning 

the Counſels of their Abitophels into Fooliſoneſs (1), 
or diſappointing their witelt Meaſures ; in per- 
mitting them to gain ſeveral Advantages, and 
then reſtraining them from making the Improve- 
ment that might have been expected ? 

The Evidence of theſe Things will be plain 
cnough, if we conſider, that the Enemies had 
laid their Counſel deep: The Plot had been a 
long Time hatching, and their Scheme, no 
doubt they thought, was well concerted, What 
they could not venture to attempt by Force, they 
contrived to accompliſh by Craft and Policy. 
They thought it impracticable, to ſend over the 
Polen with a Number of Forces, in an open 
and publick Manner : They judged it beſt 
therefore, that hs Son ſhould come in à private 
Wap, attended only with a few Gentlemen, but 
about Six or Seven; who appeared rather as 
the Companions of a Traveller, than as Officers 
that were to command in an Army: And the 
Character, in which the pretended titular young 
Prince himſelf landed, was that of 4 Sport 
man, and not that of 4 Competitor with our 
gracious Sovereign, or the Rival of his Crown 
and Dignity. 

The black Deſign, which they thus began 
to execute with Artifice, was carried on by the 
Treachery and Perjury of ſome, who had co. 
vered them ſelves under the Maſk of a diſtin. 
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guiſhed Loyalty. Several of the Chiefs of the 
Highlanders being ſtupidly ignorant of their real 
Intereſt, the Number of the Rebels, through their 
Means, was quickly multiplied from a deſpicable 
Handful, til} it became formidable enough to 
ſtrike Terror in every Village and City, where- 
ever they came. 

The Advantages they rea ped from their Ad- 
mittance into Edinburgh, were conſiderable: 
But more remarkable were thoſe, which they 
afterwards obtained by the fatal Action at Pre- 
ton-Pans. By theſe Meins, the Number of 
their Arms was greatly increaſed; and they 
now became Maſters of feveral Pieces of Artil- 
lery, and were hereby raiſed into a greater Ca- 
pacity of doing Miſchief, 

But here, behold be Laden of the LORD, 
in laying them under the Infatuation to neglect 
the Opportunity of puſhing the Advantages 
which they had gained. For th: 1h the Coun- 
try before hem was naked and defenc leis, 
our Army not being then arrived from Fl 
ders; yet they lay itil, it {ſeems through In- 
dolence and Sloth, contrary to the n. taral Ac- 
tivity of their Temper, t till Time was thus 
providentially given for fome Preparations ne- 
ceſſary for the Nation's Defence, and for 7he 
King's Forces to be ſent to mcet them in the 
Way, by whom at length a Stop was put to 
their Progreſs towards theſe Southern Parts of 
the Kingdom, 

Farther, After many of the Rebels were ta- 
ken at Carliſle, and the reſt obliged to retire 
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with much Precipitation into Scotland, we were 
ready to hope, that /e Biiterneſi of our Trou- 
ble was over. But upon their Return thither, 
they quickly gathered together again in ſo large 
a Body, as at one Time //ruck a Pannick even 
into a Party of the King's Forces. But how 
ſoon did a freſh Inſtance of the Wiſdom of 
CuRIST appear, in that after our Army was 
ſcattered and broken at Falkirk, the Rebels 
were made to ſtand as harmleſs SpeCtators ; 
and though they ſaw our Battalions flying, yet 
they did not dare to purſue! 

Afterwards, in the Opinion of competent 
Judges in the Army, it was through a moſt 
egregious Infatuation that they ſuffered the King's 
Forces to pals the Spey without making the leaſt 
Oppoſition, which might eaſily have been done, 
Zreatly to our Lois, and much to their Ad- 
vantage. In theſe and many other Inſtan- 
ces relating to this Aﬀair, which will be men- 
tioned with a farther View under other Heads, 
was the Wiſdom of our Heavenly Lokp diſplay- 
cd to his Peoples Admiration. Let us like- 
viſe admire, 


2. The Extent of his Rule. 


He has had the Controll of every Thing, that 
was either fayourable to us, or diſcouraging to 
the Enemy. What a Variety of Inſtances are 
we bound to reflect upon with an humble Ad- 
miration of the Extent of bis Rule? Theſe 
which follow were of great Importance: — The 

eſtabliſh- 
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eſtabliſhed Character of our excellent Sovereign 
KING GEoRGE and his Royal Family, re. 
nowned for their great Humanity and Benignity, 
their ſtrict Regard to Law and Juſtice, with 
their moſt engaging Concern for the Liberty 
and Property of the Subject: The Harms- 
ny, which at this moſt critical Juncture was 
happily preſerved betwixt both Houſes of Par- 
liament, with their ready Concurrence in every 
good Motion, and their ſteady Unanimity in 
the moſt vigorous Reſolutions, for the Support 
of the Government and Defence of the Na- 
tion : The affectionate and zealous Attach- 
ment of the Generality of our Nobility and 
Gentry, to the King's Perſon, Family, and 
Adminiſtration :——The univerſal Cry of all 
Ranks and Orders of Men among us, who 
with one Voice gave their Vote in their Joya! 
Addreſſes, for a Proteſtant King, and not a 
Popiſh Pretender: The ſeaſonable Wiſdom 
and Care of our wealthy Citigens and Mer- 
chants to ſupport the Credit of the Nation, 
at a Time when through the Artifice of the 
Enemy a prodigious Run was made upon 7 
Bank : The numerous A//ociations that were 
formed, the Multitudes who offered themſelves, 
and were at Coſts and Pains, that by be- 
ing inſtructed in the Military Exerciſe they 
might be better fitted to ſerve their King and 
Country: The voluntary Subſcriptions, and 
extraordinary Expences that many were wil- 
ling to be at, for the more effectual and ſpeedy 


raiſing of Men, and for the better Support and 
greater

zrcater Encouragement of the Soldiers under 
1 terrible Hardthips of a Hinter Campaign: — 
Theſe were Things, very encouraging to the 
Faithful in the Land: And no doubt, they were 
equally diſheartening to the Rebels, and to thoſe 
that ſecretly wiſhed them Succeſs. But whence 
did theſe, and all the other promiſing Means of 
our Safety ariſe? Were they not plainly the Ef- 
fects of the extenſiue Rule and Care of CHRIST, 
by whom Kings reign, and Princes decree 
Fuſtice (m) who having Power over all 
Fleſh (n), and the Hearts of all in his own 
22 can turn them like Rivers of Water, which 
Way ſrever he pleaſes (0). To him therefore 
the Tribute of our — religious TanbHgiving, 
and admiring Praiſe, is juſtly due. Let us 
remember alto, 


3. The Sovereignty of his Diſpoſals.

He that cauſrth it to rain upon one City, 
and not upon another (þ), has the immediate 
Direction of every Storm: And this, with "_ 
gard to things Po//11ce), as well as Natur" 
Every Circumſtance of the ate Trouble was 
under his Government. We in his Part of 
the Kingdom, we in 7his City, ought to con- 
ider, who it was that gave Jacob for a Sil 
and Ii cel to the Robbers: Was it not the LORD? 
He againſt whom we have ſinned (q). We have 
Reaſon then to admire, that this was not cur

to be any wnegual Adminiſtration of Providence 
therein, this ſhall be cleared ub fully, to the 
Vindication and Glory of the King of Zion, at 
the Judgment of the great Day. Then perhaps 
we ſhall know, for what wiſe and holy End: 
one was made to differ from another (t), in Tem 
porals, as well as Spirituals. Then All ſhall fee

4. The Riches of his Goodneſs. 


It has been ever known, that this King of 
Jirael is a merciful King (x) : But in our late 
Deliverance, we have had the moit affecting 
and aſtoniſhing Proof of the Greatneſs of hes 
Mercy. This will be exceeding evident to thoſe, 
who conſider, how great and imminent our 
Danger was, and from what t prodigious Ruin 
the LoRD has ſaved us. 

It is not a mere Conjectute, but muſt be 
looked upon almoſt as a neceſſar y Conſequence, 
that in Caſe our Enemies had ſucceeded, we had 
at once been deprived of all the Bleſſings which 
we now enjoy as a free Nation and Proteſtant 
People, and been brought under all the Miſeries 
that could have been inflicted by the arbitrary 
Power of abſolute Monarchy, by the perſecut- 
ing Rage of Bigotry, and the moſt horrid Cru- 
clties of Popery. 

Had the Enemy ſucceeded, our Houſes muſt 
have been rifled, our Coffers emptied, our Li-

people. Was not the ſame Goodneſs like wiſe diſ- 
played in preſerving the Du KE, and the Troops 
that were with him, in their difficult and fa- 
 tiguing, long and dangerous Marches by Day and 
by Night, in bad Roads and in the cold Win- 
ter Seaſon ; yet how wonderfully were they ſuſ- 
tained, being ſtrengthened by Him, whoſe King- 
dom ruleth over all (g), and who upboldeth all 
Things by the Word of his Power (a)? And here 
cannot forbear obſerving, that if any Conta- 
gion or ſweeping Mortality, like that which for 
ſome Time has been raging in ſeveral Places 
around us among tbe Kine, had happened to the 
Horſes, or efpecially to the Soldier s, in our Army; 
in what a diſconſolate Condition muſt that, and 
we have been? But thro the great Goodneſs of the 
LoRD, our Forces were ſpared for a Time of 
Action and Service; and were then moſt ten- 
derly preſerved, and graciouſly made vi&orus : 
The Head of our illuſtrious General, with thoſe 
of our valiant Officers and Soldiers, being mer- 
cifully covered in the Day of Battle (b), while 
there was a moſt terrible but righteous Slaughter 
among the Rebels; ſo that a more compleat or 
cheaper Victory in a pitch'd Battle, perhaps was 
never heard of: Our Loſs being not One to 
Fifty, ſcarcely more than One to a Hundred. 
And was it not thro' the tender Mercy of 
the LoRD to us, that the Enemy was fo quickly 
diſpirited by the Difappointment they met with 
at their firſt Onſet ? Was it not thro' his abun- 
dant Goodneſs, that the Du KE was ſupplied v =

very Beginning of the Engagement ? Let 
us then, in the warmeſt and moſt affectionate 
Manner, praiſe the LORD for bis Gooaneſs (c). 
and for bis wonderful Work in thus ſaving the 
Land of our Nativity. And will it not 
heighten our Admiration, when we view, 


5. The Faithfulneſs of his Care. 


By the Language in the Tex“ it is plainly ſig- 
nified, that there was a Tru! committed to % 
Meſſiah. And among other Events of Provi- 
dence, the late Diſpenſation in particular has 
abundantly confirmed the Declaration of the 
Word, that our Mediator is ever faithful in all 
his Offices; faithful to every Covonant-Engage- 
went he entered into wth his Father, and every 
gracious Promiſe he has given 70 bis People.

which without the ſpecial Care of Heaven we 
muſt all have periſhed? Were not many Mi- 
niſters and People enabled to be humbly bold in 
pleading his Promiſes, with an holy Confidence 
and uncommon Fervour? 

And has the Loxgp now ſaved us, accor- 
ding to our warmeſt Wiſhes and molt affecti- 
onate Cries, vaſtly beyond our Expectations, 
and quite contrary to our Deſervings; certainly 
then ſuch a ſignal Anſwer of Prayer ſhould be 
received with the higheſt Reliſh of the Mercy, 
and the moſt grateful admiring Acknowledge- 
ment of the Faithfulneſs of his Care. 

How remarkably did he watch the fitteſt Sea- 
/on for our Deliverance? which was ordered

Rebellion. Behold, from firſt to laſt, how 
faithful and watchful was his Care ! Hence it 
was, that the Rebels were diſappointed of the 
further Supplies they expected from abroad, and 
deprived of the Opportunity of returning again 
into the Southern Parts of the Kingdom. Thug 
were they laid, in their own Apprehenſion, un- 
der a Neceſſity of venturing a Battle. Accord. 
ingly we are told, they ſet out for our Camp un- 
der the Cover of Night, in hopes they ſhould 
again ſurprize our Army: But inſtead of this, 
one Half of them loſt their Way, and the 
Whole were obliged to retire fatigued, diſpi- 
rited, and diſtruſtful of one another. Thus a 
more favourable Opportunity was given the 
Dok of coming to a cloſe Engagement, than 
any he could ever meet with before. And the 
ſevere Storm of Rain and Hail, which fell that 
Morning, and continued till the very Time 
the Action began, was inſtantly made to ceaſe ; 
leſt it ſhould damage the Fire Arms of our Sol- 
diers at Culloden, and give the Advantage to the 
broad Swords of the Highlanders there, as had 
been the Cafe before at Falkirk. Thus remark- 
ably, in Anſwer to the humble Prayers of his 
People, did the faithful Tenderneſs and Care of 
CHRIsT enable the King's Forces to ſubdue 
thoſe tumultuous Foes, tho' it was under many 
Diſadvantages that our Heroic General entered 
upon the Engagement. Is it not fit then, 
that we ſhould join with Heart and Voice in 
the Doxology to be made by every Creature in 
Heaven and on the Earth, ſaying, Bleſſing, and Ho-

This is Part of the Obedience we owe to our 
Heavenly LoRD, who has given us Reſt from 
our Enemies. He expects and requires, that we 
ſhould honour thoſe, whom he has honoured and 
choſen to be the Inſtruments in his own Hand, 
of ſaving us from that dreadful and univerſal 
Ruin with which the Land was threatened. 

We were as a People devoted to Deſtruction, 
the deſigned Sacrifice of our moſt inveterate 
and malicious Foes.

How great then 
muſt be the Honour, Reſpect, and Love, we 
owe to his Roval Hig le 5 the illuſtrious Dur 
of Cumberland, who read! ly withdrew from the 
Pleaſures and Dignities of a Court, and chear- 
fully ſubmitted to the Fatigucs, Labours, and 
Hardſhips of the moſt difficult Marches, and 
expoſed himſelf, not barely to the Injuries of 
the Weather, but to the Dangers and Horror: 
of War? And all this, (as we hear, bis Higv- 
neſs was pleaſed to expreſs it,) that he might 
dutifully ſerve bis King and his Country. Let 
us ever retain a grateful Senie of the Publici- 
Sprritedneſs of this brave and generous Her, 
and of all that have followed his en Ex- 
ample, in willingly riſeing the Loſs of Life it- 
felf for the Pu blick Good, for the Safety of the 
Perſon and Government 1 our only law ful Sove- 
reign KING GRORGE, upon whote Leign. and 
the future Snccefiron of the PRINCE of Wales and 
the Prote/iant Deſcendants of this Roy 'al Family, 
all the og Privileges both (Civil and Religi- 
cu, neceſſary to make us and riſing Generations 
Dappy, do under Gop immediately depend. 

And let our Graritude to the Inſtruments 0 
our Delivorauce be attended with the Return 
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of a generous Concern for their Welfare, and a 
warm Regard to their Proſperity. Let it put us 
upon all Acts of Kindneſs and Affection towards 
them within our Power; particularly, upon Pray- 
ing earneſtly tor them and their Families, that zhey 
may be ſaved ; ſaved in the LORD «oith an ever- 
laſting Salvation (Þ) !

and his Spiritual Kingdom may flouriſh among 
us; that Multitudes may be truly converted and 
born again; that all Profeſſors may be ſaved 
from their ſinful Conformity to the World, and 


their Formality and Deadneſs in Religion; that 


the Duty of every Relation and Station in Life 
may be faithfully and honourably performed, to 
the Glory of Gop, and their mutual Comfort 
and Edification. May Mercy and Truth, Peace, 
and Holineſs abound in our Land, in this, and 
all ſucceeding Generations! That the Children 


of the preſent Age, and their Children to the 


lateſt Poſterity, may with us have the higheſt 
Reaſon from their own Experience of his 
Grace, to acknowledge with the moſt grate-
